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(57) Abstract: The invention relates to 
glazing (1) comprising at least one out- 
wardly-visible marking element (14) of the 
type that comprises a series of characters 
(15). The invention is characterised in 
that the marking element (14) can be 
identified visually by any person and is 
intended to be remotely communicated to 
identification means (40). According to 
the invention, for a determined marking 
element, the aforementioned identification 
means comprise, characteristics relating to 
the glazing which are intended to be at least 
partially publicly accessible in exchange 
for the identification of the marking 
element.
